the vast, previously unknown terri 
tory of the Arctic regions, Vilhjal 
| mut Stefansson, cominander-in-chiel 
of the Volar expedition which left 


| Canada in June, 1913, has arrived in

The main vessel of the expedition 

| was the ill-fated Karluk, and, in ad- 

] dition, smaller gasoline vessels wer 

} added to the expedition at Nome, 

| consisting of the Alaska, Polar Bear 
| and Challenge. 

Tle expedition was financed en- 

| tirely by the Canadian government 

and during the period of exploration 

there were approximately one hun- 

| dred men in the service. ‘Lhe average 


| Ottawa and reported — officially to 
| Deputy Ministe Desbarats, of the 
department of naval service. Stef 
ansson’s work has resulted in the 
collection -of valuable scientific — in 
formation and data. 
Stefansson left Ottawa in the 
month of May, 1913, and proceded 
4 to the coast, leaving Victoria in 
June. He was commissioned by the 
| department of naval service to ex- 
| plore the then unexplored regions 
north of Alaska and west of the

j at any one time was between sixty 
and seventy. 

“On board the Karluk was what 


was probably the finest scientific ap- 
paratus and equipment of any Polar 
expedition, The government spared 
no expense in fitting us out with the 
most modern equipment, and all this 
was lost, Thus our expedition was 
badly crippled. Our source of sup 
plies was cut off by this disaster and 
we lived on the country, travelling by 
sled.” 

Asked of the approximate area of 
the region visited, Stefansson said it 
was about 1,000,000 square miles, of 

K which perhaps 400,000 square miles 
had been explored. 


There ewere thirteen scientific spe- 
cialists attached to the party, and it 
was necessary, the explorer explain- 
ed, to go all over the world to s¢ 
cure these technical experts. 

Six of them hailed frem Canada, 
viz.: Dr. R. M. Anderson, Ottawa; 
Kenneth Gordoa -Chipman, John J, 
O’Neitl, Mr. Malloch of Hamilton, 
and J. R. Cox, geographical survey. 

“The biological matter alone,” stat- 
ed Mr. Stefansson, “will comprise 
ten volumes of from 400 to 500 pages |} 
each, with many elaborate plates.”

The Settlement 


South Jutland Wrongiully Held for 
Fifty-four Years 


Denmark's recently reported — re- 
minder to Germany that certain pro- 
visions of the Danish-Prussian peace 
treaty of 1864 with respect to Schles 
wig have not yet been fulfilled, will 
not be regarded as an attempt to 
profit unfairly by the present plight 
of the beaten bully among nations. 
in the situation of the Danes who 
are an overwhelming majority in the 
population of Schleswig, or South 
Jutland, there is a standing injustice 
to which those who have undertaken 
to compel thee recognition of the 
rights of small nations cannot be in- 
different, i 


Denmark’s silonce on” this 
matter during the last few years is 
explained by very obvious consider- 
ations of safety. 

CThe-ancient hereditary rights of 
kings and dukes with which the old, 
vexatious Schleswig-Holstein ques- 
tion was concerned, are not likely to 


receive very great consideration — in 
the acjustment which the allies 
must make. The essential consider- 


ations will be that Schleswig, or 
South Jutland, has been Danish from 
the beginning of its history, that it 
is inhabited principally by Danes, 
and that it has been wrongfully held 
as a part of Germany for the last 
fifty-four years. The principle of 
setf-determination to which the allies 
are formally committed, requires that 
the people of this territory shall have 
the opportunity to make known their 
will with respect to.the government 
under which they mist live. It hap- 
pens also that tlie treaty of Prague, 
1866, guaranteed to the people *ot 
Schleswig the opportunity to declare 
themselves upon this question by 
plebiscite, so that such action as the 
allies may take in this instance will 
provide ior Germany a first salu- 
tary exercise in the observance .of 
sacred treaties. 

_ The circumstances out of which! 
this ituation arises reveals thé Prus- 
sian im a characteristic role.  Prus-| 
sia’s opportunity, - which © Bismarck | 
was quick to seize, came with the 
death in 1863 of Frederick William 
VII, King of Denmark and Duke ot 
Schleswig-Holstein, who left no is- 
suc, What more natural than that! 
n. Prussian king should seek to add 
such king-less states to his domin- 
ions? Schleswig was Danish and had 
Iways been so but. the Germans of} 
Holstein’ sought a place in the Ger- 
man federation and some ancient 
ruler of the dual kingdom of Schles- 
wig-Holstein had pronounced the 
union of the two porvinces “indis- 
soluable.” The act of robbery could 
therefore be made to appear as 
something sanctioned by sacred tra- 
alition, 

The inclusion in the treaty of 1866 
ef provision for a plebiscite where- 
by the people of Schleswig might ex- 
press by vote whether they prefer- 
red Danish or Prussian rule was, of 
course, one of Bismarck’s cynical 
concessions, made with no intention 
that it shéuld be carried out in any 
circumstanees that would bring a 
declaration in favor of Danish rule 
for Schleswig.

Seed Grain in Canada 


Proving Greater Problem Than Was 
Anticipated 


Representatives of mortgage com- 
panies have held a conference with 
the government of Saskatchewan in 
regard to the seedgrain _ situation 
which in some parts of the province 
is proving a greater problem than 
was at first anticipated. The system 
of administering seedgrain relief is 
for the rural municipalities to borrow 
such funds as they require to furnish 
their ratepayers with seed and to 
take security in the form of mort- 
gages on the crop which take prior- 
ity over all other encumbrances with 
the exception of first mortgages. In 
addition they have a seedgrain lien 
on the crop for two crops from the 
land seeded with the grain advanced 
on credit.

Freedom of the Seas 


Allies Obliged to Exercise Utmost 
Stringency 


In a recent issue of the Journal of 
the Royal Navy League of Siam, the 
king of Siam writes that many peo- 
ple are too enamored with the ex- 
pression, “freedom of the seas,” even 
to think of explaining it, One party 
in favor of the policy, he observed, 
wanted neutral ships to be free from 
the right of search. If, he pointed 
out, the right of search was aban- 
doned, it would be practically impos- 
sible to detect the passage of con- 
traband goods. Suspicion had been 
aroused by the fact that during the 
war some neutral countries had 
bought larger quantities of certain 
goods than they had been in the 
habit of doing, and the inference was 
that they were acting as agents for 
the central powers, who were unable 
to buy direct for themselves. There- 
fore, because Germany respected, no 
rights of nations, unless they  hap- 
pened to be to her advantage, the al- 
lies were obliged to exercise the ut- 
most stringency in carrying out their 
anti-contraband work,
